Velocity of the Wind. 


Professor Stoddard, in a lecture recently 
delivered upon the hurricane in Knox coun- | 
ty, Ohio, stated that in ons town a grove of 
oak trees was almost entirely blown dowa. 
The trunk of one of these trees was about 
three feetin diameter. Assuming, however, 
its diameter to be but two and a half feet, a 
force of 147,000 pounds would be required 
to break it. The surface of the tree ex- 
posed to action of the wind was about 1,000 
feet, which would give a pressure by the 
wind of 147 pounds per square foot. ora 
velocity of not less than 171 miles per hour, 
which is nearly one fourth the initial velocity 
otacannon ball. Allowing the height of the 
hurricane, or whirlwind, to have been sixty 
feet, the whole force exerted at one time 
along its track was five thousand million 
pounds, ora working power equel to more 
than half the steain power of the globe.

3 All the evidences of 
public opinion at that day seemed to indieate 
that this compromise had become canonized 
ia the hearts of the American penp!o as a sa- 
cred thing, which no ruthless hand would 
ever be reckless enough to disturb.” 


What ahout the offer elabimtaiava Me Nayelas 
made in the Senate in 1851, when ho uttered these 


remarkable words:— 


“My preference for the Missouri eompro- 
mise was predicated on the assumption that 
the whole people of the United States would 
be more ensily reconciled to that measure 
thanto any other mode-of adjustment; and 
this-asaumption rested upon the fect that the 
Missouri compromise had been the means 
of an amicable settlement of a fearful contro- 
veray in 1921, which had. heen acquieseed 
in cheerfully and cordially, for more than a 
quarter ofa century, and which all parties 
and all sections ofthe Union professed to 
cherish nga fair, just, and honorable adjust- 
ment.”’ 


Or to comy nearer home,—what abo ut the mis- 
jake made in the Senate in 1853, by Hon. Mr. 
Atchison, when he declared: — 


“It is evident thatthe Missouri compro- 
mise cannot be repealed. So far as that 
question is concerned. we might as well 
agree to the admission of thia Territory now 
as next year, or five or ten years hence.”’ 


Shall the democracy of James K. Polk be ques- 
tioned, or will the glib denouncers shy he made a 
“slight mistake,’’ when be declared that:— 


“The Miasouri question had excited in- 
tense agitation of the public mind, and threa- 
tened to divide the country into geographical 
parties, alienating the feelings of attachment 
which each portion of our Union should bear 
toavery other. The compromise allayed 
the excitement, tranquillized the popular 
mind, and restored confidence and fraternal 
fueling Its authors where hailed as public 
benefactors. Ought we now 
to disturb the Missouri compromixe? Ought 


hy Jackson. Every time these gentlemen wag 
|their heads, must the fen who made them bow 
down and worship! 

Again: Ths Nebraska Bil! has beea called sn 
administration measure, but only by a few file- 
leaders and whippors in. It has been passed; but 
whence the propriety of iis being squeezed into 
the Platform of the Domocratio party merely to 
subsorve the blind ambition of one man, or to 
spread the gauze of popularity over the factious 
and destructive plans of another?

fectual. We have many hints to throw out 


from time to time, in which we hope to make 


chemistry useful in the kitchen and 
wash-room. We will now speak of salera- 
tus. 
Saleratus is originally obtained from wood 
ashes. The potash in the ashes is washed 


outin the form of ley; the ley is boiled 


down to evaporate off the water; the crude 
~ potash remains in the bottom of the kettle, 
| dnd is then purified whitened by re-dissoly- 
ing, ec. After being purified, itis placed in 
a room kept filled with earbonic acid—heavy 


coal. Inthis room, every little atom of the 
potash takes 2 atoms of the invisible carbon- 
ic acid, and there is thus formed saleratus, 
which, it will be seen, isa triple substance 
heing composed of potash, carbonic acid. 
Its chemical name is Bi-carboante of Potash 
that is; twice carbonated potash. 
 Thesoda used for cooking isa similar 
componnd, only it containa soda instead of 
potash. [tisnotin reality soda, but Bi-car- 
-bonate of soda, or twice carbonated goda,— 
‘Soda is obtained from seu salt 
ashes. Wye “ 
. Saleratus is used in cooking for two pur- 
poses, first to make food sweet which has be- 
come sour, as pan cakes, yeasted bread, &c., 
and second, to make cakes, bread, &c.. 
“Nght.” 

In the first case—to destrdy the sourness 
—only the potash acts to neutralize or de- 
stroy the sourness (acids) produced by fer- 
mentation; the carbonic acid, being itself 
slightly sour, is ofno advantage, but rather 
the contrary. It however, when released 
from the potash element, changes back to its 
as (air lika) state and escapes. 

In the second cxse, when snleratus ix used 
for raising, the aclion is different. T'o illus- 
trate this, put some vinegar (acetic acid) in 
a tumbler of water, and drop in a bit of -sal- 
evatus. There in at once a swelling of the 
fluid, and large quantities of gas bubbles 
rise upand escape, The reason of this is, 


that (he vinegar (acetic neid’) unites with the | 
potash of the saleratus, and forins acetate of 


of potash. Every atom of potash that is 
thus taken away bythe vinegar, leaves two 
atoms of the carbonic acid gus,which imme- 
dintely spring back into an air-like form, 
just as they were in the roem where the sal- 
‘eratus was made from potash. 

__Now suppose that instend of patting the 
Vinegar into the tumbler, 1 had been put into 
the water with which dough or batter is made, 
and the saleratus had then been kneaded in, 
The same change would have tuken place,

| Been retained by the dangh, and by swelling 

-out in litle bubbles all through the loaf of 
bread or eake, it would make it light, that is, 
full of holes, This is exactly what is done, 
only that xome dry acid, like tartaric acid, is 
used instead of vinegar, or sour mile— whieh 
contains lactic acid—ix mixed with flour: 
Sometimes a vegetable acid ix formed by the 
fermentation of (he dough or batter, as for 
example, when buckwheat batter is left to 
ferment, an acid is formed which unites with 
the potash ofthe saleratas added. This acid 
takes away the potash, and lets the earbonic 
‘acid escape to lighten the cakes —We ex- 
plained when describing bread making, that 
some of this gas was alvo formed by fermen- 
tation alone, se that when saleratus is added 
there is a larger quantity, as i is derived 
from twWo sources. ; 

Practicar. remarks. Woe have this soen, 
that for cooking purposes, we want for sal- 
erntus asubstance containing wn alkali and 
carbonic acid. We have also explained that 
the common soda (which ix bi-carvonate of 
soda) also contains an alknli (the soda) and 
warbonic acid. What we wish to say now is, 
that for all purposes for which we use sal- 
erajus, soda is equally good, and we think 
‘better, and we advise housekeepers to en- 
tirely discard the use of saleratus, and in all 
‘cagex use soda (bi-carbonare of soda) in- 
‘stead. We could give several reasons for 
this. . We will name a lew. fea d a 

Potash ond soda act ia proportion to the 
number of theiratoms, and the atoms of soda 
sare smaller than the atoms of potash, anda 
smaller weight of soda will produce the game 
effect aa a larger quantity of saleratus. 

Soda (bi-carbonate) is cheaper, and always 
will be cheaper. The chief source of potash 
forsalerstus is from wood ashes, but the 
supply ofthese is constantly diminishing; 
while soda, being derived frou salt, will al- 
wayd be obtained in abundance, and new 
methods of manufacturing are constantly 
unaking itcheaper, Itis true that grocers

Improving Fruit, &c. 


A correspondent of the Gardeners’ Gazette 
?| says: ‘I have, from observation, and a series 
of trisls, ascertained that all sorts of fruits 
can be raised about one-third larger than 
they usually are, and their qualities mach 
improved, simply by supporting the fruit io 
the following manner: As soon as it is ful- 
ly developed, it should not be allowed to 
hang its weight upon ite stalk, as the in- 


creasing weight strains the stalk, and in that 
way lessens (he quantity of nutritious fluid 


flowing to the fruit, This may be obviated 
in some cases by laying the pear, apple, or 
whatever it may be, upon a branch, and fix 
ing with e piece of matter, to prevent its 
being moved by the wind; or by putting it in- 
to a small net, made for the porpose, at the

Preparation of Flax, 


Various methods for preparing flax have, during 
the past years, been presented to the public. We 
publish below @ report of the Committee of Arts 
and Sciences of the American Institute, upon & 
Dew process. digroyered by Ur. U. S. Leavitt.— 
The Committee report: 

That they have examined the samples of fnx in 
various states of preparation exhibited to them by 
Dr. 0. S, Leayitt, and have reeeived from him 
fa)l explanations of his procedses and the machin- 
ery by which he proposes to perform them. In 
order thatthey might perform the'duty assigned 
to them more satisfactorily, they have invited Col. 
Joho Travers to sid them in thoir investigations 
and to unite with them in their report. 

1. From the samples exhibited, it appears that 
by Dr. Leavitt’s process, tipe flax, after being 
stripped of the seed, can be cleaned completely 
and prepared for manufacture without being rat- 
ted. 

2. That from tho fax inits earlier stages of pre- 
paration, without rotting, rope, twine and course 
fabrics may be made, with a great saying of man- 
ual Inbor. 

3. That by further mechanical processes the 
gum, glutin and resin, may be chiefly removed, 
and by the usoof mechinery in aid of the usual 
chemical processes, the flax may be deprived en- 
tirely of its color and rendered Gt for the manufac- 
ture of fine linen—that thread exhibited to them, 
apparently in consequence of the omission of 
the process of rotting, and the substitution of 
mechanical methods for much of what has hith- 
erto been performed chemically, is stronger than 
common linen thread. 

4. That the expensive and wasteful process of 
heckling is entirely superseded by Dr. Leavitt’s 
processes, and the prepared material is delivered 
from the last of the cleansing processes in ro- 
vings ready to be submitted to the usual spinning 
machines. 

5. That the flax cleansed, bleached, and formed 


into rovings, can, we beliere, be produced ata 
cuss taucn tes® than that of rottea sng neckun sax 


unbleached, while the inventor claims and adduces 
satisfactory arguments to prove the probability 
that flax, ready for spinning into white throad, 
will not exesed good cotton in its cost.
